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SUMMER  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Watch  Hill,  R.  I.,  Aiaj  20,  ’89. 

A  correspondent  to  the  New  York 
Sun  writes  that  “bluefish  are.  actually 
begging  to  be  caught  in  these  waters. 
The  scribe  may  have  struck  “a  school” 
somewhere,  but  as  far  as  my  expert 
encl*  goes,  it  is  the  people  who  are  do¬ 
ing  the  begging.  We  have  seen  a  few 
bluefish  hereabouts,  and  there  are 
signs  of  more  coming,  but  just  now 
fish  of  all  kinds  are  shv,  and  fisher¬ 
men  shyer.  The  ocean  is  so  rough 
and  choppy  that  it  is  hard  work  to 
get  out,  and  not  all  the  growls  of  the 
boarders  on  “The  Hill”  can  induce  a 
native  to  take  auy  risks  in  the  en¬ 
deavor  to  tickle  the  city  palate.  Our 
fisherman  at  Noyes  Beach,  six  miles 
to  the  eastward  of  this  point,  is  as 
placid  as  the  undisturbed  fish  in^he 
sea,  wheu  the  cottagers  congregate 
about  him  ami  beg  him  to  embark  on 
the  briny  and  produce  someth  ng  for 
their  diuuers.  “I  ain’t  no  objection,” 
he  says,  “to  any  fool’s  startin’  out  of 
this  .’ere  beach  and  ketchin’  all  the 
fish  there  is  in  the  oshia,  but  when  I 
take  my  boat  over  them  breakers,  it’ll 
be  when  I  kin  read  my  title  clear  to 
dry  land  agin.  I  aiu’t  got  no  busi 
ness  out  there  in  such  a  surf  as  this 
unless  somebody’s  a  drowning.  My 
life  may  not  be  as  much  account  to 

you  as  your  stomachs,  hut  it  is  a  darn 

sight  more  account  to  me.”  This 
always  settles  it. 

I,  suppose  somebody  knows  why 
these  queer  “rainbow  bladders” — 
that’s  my  name  for  them — which  now 
cover  the  water  and  are  toasted  up  iu 
such  quantities  upon  the  beach,  are 
called'  Portuguese  Men  of  War.”  It 
may  be  because  they  resemble  those 
peculiar  specimens  of  n^val  archi¬ 
tecture.  They  are  certainly  very  beau¬ 
tiful  and  very  wonderful  creations. 
They  are  transparent  aud  of  all  sizes, 
and  show  every  color  of  the  rainbow. 
One  of  these  creatures,  a  very  large 
oue — perhaps  eighteen  inches  in  di¬ 
ameter—  had  a  rudder  35  feet  long. 
A  young  lady,  who  felt  like  experi¬ 
menting,  planted  her  foot  firmly  and 
quickly  ou  the  centre  of  tbe  bladder, 
and  the  explosion  that  followed  was 
almost  like  that  of  a  gun.  The  ex¬ 
perimenter  jumped  a  rod,  to  the  great 
ilelightTof  her  audience.  But  let  no 
,.ne  atteinj't  to  handle  these  things. 
Their  stings  are  very  painful  and  in 
one  instance  that  I  heard  of,  was 
lead  ly. 

The  hotels  at  “The  Hill”  are  not 
all  filled.  However,  the  season  is  ac 
counted  a  fail-  one  by  the  majority  of 
the  proprietors.  There  is  no  more 
beautiful  view  iu  the  world  than  that 
which  can  be  seen  any  pleasant  day 
from  the  piazza  of  the  Ocean  House. 
Across  the  bay  is  tbe  quaint,  historic 
and  lovely  obi  town  of  Sfconington. 
The  houses  are  mostly  white,  and  the 
teuder  haze  which  usu  dly  envelopes 


is  hard  to  bear,  and  it  is  agony  to  see 
them  suffer,  but  there  can  lie  no  pain 
so  sharp  as  that  which  comes  to  the 
loving  faithful  parent’s  heart  when  a 
child  goes  wrong.
